LETTER 


Disgrace ‘to 
The Nation 


This is to thank you for, and te 
congratulate you on, Mr, Loudon's recent 
full-page article, published in the Vic- 
toria Times of Saturday,-Nov, 4, on the 
war-time treatment of the Japanese 
residents of British Columbia. Mr. 
Loudon’s article was an admirable 
summary of a very distressing and in 
fact disgraceful event in our history. 

During the years prior to the war 
there was an active campaign being 
carried on in British Columbia directed 
almost exclusively against the Japanese. 
One. cannot “explain this __ campaign 
without attributing motives, which is 
always a dangerous thing to do. But it is 
probably not unfair fo say that.some of 
it was honest misunderstanding, some of 
it the result of economic competition, and 
some of it a plain political campaign 
designed to gain electoral advantage 
from an appeal to. racial prejudice, 
Regrettably,..a large number of the 
leading. politicians of the day particl- 
pated in this campaign. 

When the war did finally break out, 
the campaign against the Japanese in 
British Columbia reached a crescendo. I 
am glad to be able: to say that both the 
military intelligence authorities and the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police‘did their 
best to have the problem viewed 
objectively. Every one of the charges 
about espionage and similar acts had for 
years been carefully checked and in 1941 
the only Japanese who were considered 
possible saboteurs were being kept under. 
scrutiny, 

At the time the RCMP and military 
intelligence officers stated repeatedly 
and publicly that there was no evidence 
of any single case of espionage or of 
disloyal acts. They were satisfied that 
even under war conditions they could 
handle the ‘‘Japanese probjem’’ without 
any removal .of the Japanese population 
from the B.C. coast. They emphasized

Rey. Edward Oridge 


The man who helped lay the 
foundations of the Church of 
England in the Colony of 
Vancouver Island eventually 
led a revolt and left that 
church. 

He was Reverend Edward 
Cridge. Born in North Devon, 
December 17, 1817, he was 
ordained deacon in Norwich 
Cathedral in 1848.

Most people are more 
impressed by what they 
can see than by concepts, 
generalizations or any- 
thing that involves the 
hard task of thinking. 


To them, phrases like ‘‘the 
permissive society,” or ‘“‘the 
new morality,” virtually come 
to mean a number of things 
which anyone with eyes and 
ears can’t help noticing — 
miniskirts, divorces, hippies, 
drug-taking, long hair, beat 
music, teenagers. 

These are new things, and 
things that some people don't 
approve of, so we use phrases 
like “disregard of authority,” 
“permissiveness,” and s0 on. 

In fact, it isn’t clear that 
“authority” has less of a hold 
over us than it had, or that 
more things are “permitted.” 


Restrictions 


We may have more. licence 
in dress and sexual behavior, 
and freedom from censorship, 
but -consider the increased 
restrictions (inevitable in any 
complex society) on such 
things as car-driving, building 
houses, schools, income ‘tax, 


~ and so forth. 


We are no less obedient; ‘it's 
just that we obey in different 
areas of life, and perhaps that 
we obey different people. Nor 
is it true that we are freer in 
the moral areas of life; dress 
is not a moral issue, whereas 
drunkén driving is. 

The only important change 
is‘this: because of these very 
Mbvious things we can see 
(miniskirts), and because of 
the changes in the kind of 
authority we obey (not now 
parsons but perhaps civil 
servants), people have started 
to wonder how you tell what 
actually is tight and wrong. 

Because it is hard work to 
think about this, most of us 
don't wonder very long or 
very constructively; either we 
cling .to some old values and 
authority, or else.we rebel, or 
else we just say that the 
whole-thing is ‘‘a matter of 
taste” and give it up as a bad 
job. 

Nevertheless —-the—question 
has been raised; and most 
people use phrases which 
testify to their (semicon- 
scious) belief that it ought to 
have an answer. Margaret 
Drabble talks of ‘‘the only 
rational answer,” Joseph Car- 


roll 9& “‘pseudo-morality which 
a a substitute for the real 
thing.” 


Want to Know 


To put it another way: at 
least some people today don’t 
want an answer, in the sense 
of a set of ready-made values. 
But ‘they do want to know*how 
to find an answer. 


Of course this is more 
difficult. It took several 
centuries to answer such 


questions as “What is 
science?” or ‘‘What methods 
and criteria should we use to 
find out truths about the 
world of Nature?” 

The parallel questions, 
“What is morality?’’, “What 
kind of reasoning and evi- 
dence should we use to settle 
moral issues?’’, are just as 
tough. But it’s no use pretend- 
ing that we can_ sidestep 
them.

behaviour to adopt, until we 
know what criteria to use, 
what kinds of reasoning are 
relevant. These are philosoph- 
ical questions, which we have 
to try to answer first. 

Actually, the answers are 
not all that hard; the main 
problem lies in the communi- 
cation-gap between moral 
philosophers and the rest of 
us. This may be partly their 
fault for being unintelligible, 
but it’s partly ours: for just 
not .bothering. 

The first talks, it seems to 
me, if we are really to make 
any progress instead of just 
chatting about it or express- 
ing our own prejudices is to 
make people understand how 
moral philosophy is relevant. 

Anyone who wishes can 
understand this, without 
having to be a professional 
philosopher or have an IQ of 
200. ‘It’s not stupidity, but 
emotional resistance to 
making a job of work out of 
it, that stands in the way. 

With some awareness of 
what morality is, and how in 
principle we can give rational 
answers to moral questions, 
we can then (but only then) 
turn to the. psychologists 
and the social scientists for 
the facts. 

These will not only be facts 
about. sex and drug-taking, 
areas which at best are only 
on the fringes of morality. 


Equality 


We want to know what sort 
of upbringing will enable 
people to develop such abili- 
ties and -qualities as ‘are 
relevant (I would say, ob- 
viously relevant) to morality; 
treating others as equals, 
being aware of one's own and 
other: people's feelings, being 
able to form one’s own 
principles of behavior in the 
light of the facts, and being 
able to translate these- prin- 
ciples into action. 

What can the school do 
about these abilities? Are the 
relevant factors. connnected 
with the school curriculum, 
the personality of the teacher, 
the social structure of the 
school, or what? 


——-Te- these-questions we await 


Answers: Meanwhile, any of 
us can of course guess, and 
parents and teachers who 
can't avoid taking some action 
must do whatever they think 
is reasonable; but it's no good 
pretending we know the 
answers, 

Here, too, a number of 
points have been pretty well

What WILL it cost 


established -already; and the 
chief difficulty-is to-communi- 
cate them to teachers, 
parents, and other relevant 
people. 

Psychology and sociology 
are, fortunately, —more_fash- 
ionable than philosophy, and 
this part of the task may not 
be too hard. 

The chief problems, I would 
guess, will .arise in what 
might be called the ‘‘soft 
facts’’ of psychology, which 
may be among: the most 


significant: that is, not the 
crime statistics: and the 


The length of a skirt hus 
little to do with morality al- 
though it is often considered 
a visible sign of moral decline, 


divorce rate in Wigan, but the 
kinds of. unconscious beliefs, 
attitudes, and feelings which 
many people have, and which 
May —overwhelmingly — affect 
not only their own moral 
outlook but the outlook they 
pass on to their children. 


Psychoanalytic and other 
techniques are available for 
communicating these ‘‘soft 


facts; but we still know little 
about what such techniques 
are supposed to do, or, about 
whether they actually do it. 


© What Kind of Morality? 


Neither psychoanalysis nor 
anything else can be used as 
simple “answer."’ 

If we really managed to 
sort this out, it would be a 
great leap forward, a change 
perhaps no less fruitful than 
the change from a “magical” 
to a scientific attitude 
towards the physical world: It 
involves a clear picture not 
only of morality but also of 
other fields which enter into 
discussion of the permissive 
society: in particular, religion 
and “mental health."* 


New Ideas 


Here, too, there are lots of 
new ideas, new practices, new 
things to see and talk about: 
but there ‘isn't much seriou®\ 
understanding of what these 
fields are—what sort of think- 
ing is relevant to’ them: or if 
there is, it doesn't penetrate 
much outside the universities. 

All this doesn’t. mean, of 
course, that people shouldn't 
try out new ideas in practice: 
but" it does mean that we 
can’t tell whéther the ideas 
and practices are any good 
until we're clearer about what 
would count as’ “any good.” 

After ‘this there will be the 
practical task of reorganizing 
our schools and. as far as 
possible our society, so as to 
develop individuals “who (to 
put it briefly) are ‘rational 
autonomous in the moral and 
other . spheres.’ This entails 
some kind of political action, 
and we may well find that our 
existing. political and social 
machinery (which exists 
largely for economic. rather 
than moral or . educational 
purposes) is inadequate for 
the job, and needs to: be 
changed, 


Futuristic 


All this sounds rather futur. 
istic. Yet we may also see the 
possibility of putting ourselves 
in a uniquely favourable posi- 
tion; not so much in terms of 
material goods _or economic 
competition with other 
countries, but by being able to 
offer a kind of education (in a 
wider sense than usual) or 


opportunity for personat— 


development far in advance of 
any other nation. — ‘ 

In other words, we shall no 
longer need either to cling to 
old-fashioned authorities or 
collapse into a gay but 
ultimately boring melee of 
with-it fashion, swinging 
chicks, psyehedelic Union 
Jacks, and so forth. 

We may surmount the 
tedious false ‘dichotomies 
between reason and emotion, 
conformity and rebellion, dis- 
cipline and permissiveness, 
and win through to something 
like sanity. : 

It would be a nice change,

‘Unique’ 


A union agreement believed, ing indexes and in productivity | 
unique in Canada was signed/ and 


Tuesday night after approval by 
plumbers and mechanical con- 
tractors in Greater. Victoria. 

Ratification of the new con- 
tract; based on productivity and 
cost of living, came from Local 
324 of the United Association of 
Journeymen Plumbers and the 
Victoria Mechanical Industrial 
Relations Association. 

The new agreement becomes 
effective Nov. 24 and runs to 
March 31, 1971, It replaces a 
five-year contract which would 
have expired March 31, 1969. 

Transition payments will: bring 
hourly wages to $4.65 by March 
31, 1969, amd this will become 


the basis on which the new wage | 


formula will be applied. 
IN SEVENTH PLACE 

Harlier this year plumbers in 
Vancouver rejected the wage 
formula proposed by economist 
John de- Wolf in his report Wage 
Movements and Wage Determi- 
nants in British Columbia. 


In the last five years, plum- 
bers have seen themselves drop 


from second place to seventh 
among trades in pay scales. 

Union business agent Tom 
Wheatley said the new agrec- 
ment ‘‘will restore our union 
membership to their rightful 
place in the hierarchy of build- 
ing trades, based on training and 
skills,’’ 

Mike Griffin, who headed the 
mechanical contractors nego- 
tiating committee, said the new 
agreement bases all wage in- 
creases on rises in cost of liv-

inflationary.’ 
“In addition to maintaining | 


the industrial relations stability | 
that has characterized our indus-| 
try since 1964, this agreement 
recognizes the increasing skills 
and productivity of plumbing

The new- agreement is based 
largely on economist de Wolf’s 
report, in which he pointed out 
what every plumber ‘knows — 
they have been getting smaller

‘52 Years After Gallipoli 


Fifty-two years after an 
historic First World War 
campaign, .a Victorian has 
received a medallion to mark 


At 75, George Bonham of 
845 Burdett can still recall the 
bloody days of .the Gallipoli. 
landing in the . Dardanelles 
campaign. ? , 

And so at last has the New 
Zealand government. : 

Last week Mr. Bonham 
received ‘by mail a bronze 
medallion, a lapel pin and a 
certificate paying tribute to 
his part as a trooper in the 


picture—a donkey carrying a 
slumping soldier. 

But it touches the memory 
of any who were there in 


’ April of 1915 when thousands 


died. in battle with Turkish 
and.German troops... 
“When we landed on Gal- 
lipoli we lost almost all our 
stretcher bearers,’’ Mr. Bon- 
ham explained. | “‘But there 
was ‘a donkey wandering on 
the beach and a private 
named Simpson, a stretcher 
bearer, used the donkey to 
help carry the wounded. 
“Everyone knew him, He 


Both Simpson and the don- 
key were killed. The medal- 
lion is in part a tribute to 
them too. ; ! 

Mr. Bonham was visiting in 

iNew Zealand when the First 
World War broke out. He was 
one of the first to join up and 
in a matter of months was 
training in Egypt before fight- 
ing in the canal campaign and 
then at Gallipoli. ; 

He was wounded twice thére 
and sent to Gibraltar to 
recuperate.

WorkmanFeud 
With Montreal 
Is Finally Over 


By AL McNEIL 

MONTREAL (CP).— Ted Workman's long and futile fight 
with this city’s football fandom is at an end. 

The feud, that sputtered and blazed intermittently since 
Workman took over control of Montreal Alouettes after the 
team's 26-25 Grey Cup loss to Edmonton Eskimos in 1954, ended 
abruptly this. week. The demise came in the form. of a four- 
minute announcement by club president Joe Atwell of the 
Alouettes, 

Atwell, a former director of Hamilton Tiger-Cats of the 
Eastern Football Conference and co-owner of-—the Als with 
Workman since December, 1965, said he was buying out his 
partner's share of the club and that Workman would resign as 
vice-president as of Dec, 5. 

Atwell had originally. held 46 per cent of club stock and 
Workman 42 per cent with the remaining 12 per cent spread out 
among the board of directors. 

The transaction, for a reported $400,000 cash, now gives 
Atwell 88 per cent’ and an opportunity to bring in other 
partners. 

Fortunes of the team on the field hit their lowest ebb this 
season, as the Als won only two of 14 games and fan support 
dropped accordingly. 


The fans and news media were at war with Workman as 
the losses, mounted to nine in a row. 

“Forces beyond my control have caused me to become an 
increasingly negative focal point in the Alouettes, providing a 
public crutch on which to hand all blame, and people in football 
an excuse to be half-hearted.” Workman said’ in a statement 

. issued after the ownership announcement. 

“‘Furthermore I find-it no longer saneé or sensible to be 
identified with a game in which a man’s character can be 
assassinated publicly by a few misinformed and prejudiced 
among the news media.” 

Workman, now 37, purchased the Als at age 24 for a 
reported $250,000. He was visibly shaken by the ‘turn of events, 
but refused to elaborate on the mimeographed remarks that 
revealed some of his resentment and some belief he has been 
falsely accused of mismanagement by the fans and the press. 

Workman had served as the club’s general manager since 
coach Jim Trimble was fired after the 1965 season. 

The fans. particularly blamed him for the poor deals the Als 
have concocted in.the player field throughout the years. 


Workman: divorced much of the Als following as early as 
1960 when he traded quarterback Sam. Etcheverry.and end Hal 
Patterson. to the Ticats for quarterback Bernie Faloney and

~ Etcheverry and Faloney didn’t make the switch. Through a 
loophole in his contract, Sam the Rifle, not only failed to report 
to Hamilton but managed to jump to St. Louis Cardinals of the 
National Football League. Faloney stayed in Hamilton until 
1965 when Workman decided on another way to get him to 
Montreal. 

He got Faloney at a revorted $37,000 annually for three 
years, alorg with Ralph Goldston and Jackie Simpson, He sent 
Billy Ray Locklin, Ted Page, Billy Wayte and Chuck Walton to 
Hamilton in return, ; 

Faloney was traded’ to B.C. Lions last spring, Goldston 
remains with the club as defensive backfield coach and 
Simpson_has long departed. 

There was another uproar when he allowed flanker Terry 
Evanshen, this season’s Schenley award winner as top 
Canadian player, to escape to Calgary Stampeders in exchange 
for lineman Tony Pajaczkowski.

&ays,, is an adequate minimal 
library. “We're not.asking for 
stars or for pie in the sky. All 
we'd like to see is a library 
that covers our courses effi- 
ciently . . . and with enough 
resource material so our stu- 
dents don't have to spend 
hours im other places hunting 
for it.” 

What type of books are most 
needed? Naturally there are 
priorities especially when 
money from the budget is 
being used. Mr. Darting lists 
the humanities as being high 
on the list. And he includes 
anything from the main 
stream of English literature 
modern world history and up- 
to-date Canadian history. 

He adds good quality fic- 
tion, too and the better maga- 
zines, especially those that 
could be useful in the various 
courses.
